REPORT OF A CASE OF STRICTURE 
OF THE RECTUM, THE PROB- 
ABLE RESULT OF A SPECIFIC 
VAGINITIS.

The usual causes of stricture of the rectum 
—when not carcinomatous in nature—are; 
Syphilitic infection; traumatism, in the 
shape of the introduction of foreign bodies ; 
the careless use of clyster-pipes; and the 
various operations upon the mucous coat of 
the bowel, as well as any inflammation or 
ulceration arising in other ways. Both 
gonorrheal and leucorrheal discharges may 
become potent factors in producing this 
painful affection. Such was the only assign- 
able cause of the stricture in the following 
ase, which I wish to record :— 

Mrs. S. H. M.; aet 27; white; a widow, 
‘whose occupation was that of a housekeeper, 
was admitted into the University Hospital 
in November, 1888, suffering, as she stated, 
with a lacerated perineum and some rectal 
trouble, which gave her intense pain every 


time she had a movement of the bowel. 
Her family history was good, and showed no 
evidence of malignant disease, either of the 
rectum or elsewhere. As a child, she had 
the various diseases of childhood ; otherwise 
she was healthy. She first menstruated at 
13, and was always regular—she was married 
at 16, and two years later left her husband, 
owing to family trouble. Two children 
were the result of this union. The last 
child was born in the early part of 1879. 
Both labors were difficult. Instruments 
were resorted to in the delivery of the first 
child. Both children presented by the 
head. It was in the first labor that she was 
torn, and she thinks the tear was increased 
at the birth of the last child. 

She suffered more or less from this trouble, 
owing to the loss of control over the con- 
tents of the bowels; but by means of 
anodynes and careful diet she managed to 
keep costive. Every two or three weeks she 
would take an aperient. She was advised 
to have an operation performed, but refused. 
Such was her condition up to three years 
before her admittance into the hospital, 
under the care of Professor Wm. Goodell. 

Her present trouble began in 1885. At 
the solicitation of a man in the town in 
which she lived, she had sexual intercourse 
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with him, which resulted in a violent attack 
of specific vaginitis. Not long after this 
trouble began, the movements of her bowels 
caused more pain than ever—so much so, 
that the thought of going to stool would 
drive her wild with fear. Instead of resort- 
ing now to anodynes, and a diet that would 
produce hardened feces, she did all in her 
power to render them easy of passage. 

She grew steadily worse, and, though 
advised to come to the city and undergo 
an operation, she steadfastly refused. Her 
stools were now typical of stricture of the 
rectum. It was not until the end of 1888, 
when life had become more than a burden, 
that she consented to come to the city and 
have Dr. Goodell examine her. An exami- 
nation made at this time revealed a com- 
plete tear of the perineum through the 
sphincter ani muscle, and a stricture of the 
rectum of moderate width near the anus. 
Its lumen was very much contracted, barely 
admitting the end of a finger. From the 
dense, fibrous feel of the stricture, it evi- 
dently involved all three coats of the 
intestine. 

The treatment in this case was general, as 
well as local. The pain from the stricture 
was allayed, in a measure, by cocaine which 
was used most efficaciously in the form of a 
suppository, and the bowels were kept ina 
soluble condition by regulating the diet, and 
by the administration from time to time of 
enemata or of mild laxatives. Medicines of 
a tonic character were freely exhibited. 

After one week’s stay in the hospital the 
woman was etherized, and the stricture was 
forcibly dilated by means of fingers, by 
Dr. Goodell. An opium suppository was 
inserted, to allay pain after the stretching 
had been completed. 

The treatment now resorted to in order to 
restore the part to its normal calibre was the 
introduction of well oiled bougies every 
second or third day and finally every day. 
Previous to their use, a suppository of 
cocaine was inserted in the rectum, and this 
did much to prevent pain, though it did not 
entirely stop it. The cocaine was also used 
before: and after each movement of the 
bowels. Iodoform suppositories, containing 

2% grains each, were ordered to be inserted 
both night and morning, in order to disin- 
fect the parts as much as possible. 

Not quite a month after the forcible dila- 

tion of the stricture, under ether, the 
patient was discharged and advised to con- 
tinue the above treatment and come back to 
the hospital in the course of a month or so. 
At that time she was able to have a stool 
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with comparative comfort ; the feces passed 
being nearly of normal calibre. 

Dr. Goodell does not intend to operate 
upon the tear of the perineum until the strict- 
ure is fully dilated. At the present writing 
the woman has not presented herself at the 
hospital, but when last heard from through 
her family physician, she was doing well. 

It is true that hardened feces may occa- 
sion stricture; but the history of this 
woman, whose bowels of necessity had been 
kept costive ever since her first child was 
born—that is for over eight years before the 
stricture appeared—seems to show that this is 
not necessarily the case. It is equally true, 
that a stricture may exist for months and 
years, without causing a patient any uneasi- 
ness,' but this is the exception to the rule ; 
and I, therefore, take it that, in the case just 
described, the evidence points to a specific 
origin of the stricture.

VALVULAR INCOMPETENCY DUE 
TO BLOOD STATE AND SIMU- 
LATING UNCOMPENSATED 
ORGANIC DISEASE ; DIS-

History —On May 5, 1889, William 
Zellar, a German laborer, single, aged 45, 
was admitted to the Cook County Hospital, 
suffering from chronic diarrhoea and marked 
anzmia. His mother died of cancer of the 
uterus ; his further family history was nega- 
tive. The patient states that he usually 
drinks a pint of beer daily, but denies hav- 
ing had any venereal disease, although he 
has had sore throat at various times. At 
the age of 12, his spine gradually became 
curved, forming a marked scoliosis, with the 
convexity to the left. The curvature begins 
at about the third and terminates with the 
eleventh or twelfth dorsal vertebra, and at 
the point of its greatest deviation is about 
four inches from the median line. The 
sternum is also deflected to the left. The 
curvature never caused pain, and soon 
became—as it has since remained— 
stationary. 

Present Iliness.—Some time before last 
Christmas the patient began to have a rather 
profuse diarrhoea; often having from three

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to six or more, thin yellowish or brownish 
passages a day, and this condition continued 


up to the time of his admission. At about 
the same time he began to be troubled with 
dyspnoea on the slightest exertion, and had 
a heavy sensation in the epigastrium, aggra- 
vated by taking food. For two weeks he 
has been unable to retain solid food, and 
has noticed that his feet have been swollen 
at night. 

Examination.—Temp. 97.8° ; pulse 96°, 
abrupt but compressible; respiration 20 
per minute, with some orthopnoea. Patient 
complains of little or no pain ; has no cough ; 
passes urine easily and in fair quantity ; but 
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confirm the results of the former one. 
Anemia being so marked a feature of the 
case, the digitalis was replaced by a mixture 
containing ten drops of Fowler’s solution, 
and two and one-half grains of Valet’s 
mass, given after meals. The patient had 
before complained of dizziness upon attempt- 
ing to stand, and, as such attacks began to 
recur, he received drachm doses of the fluid 
extract of ergot every four hours for a few 
days, with considerable benefit. The iron 
and arsenic were continued, however, with 
such intermissions as were necessary, for 
four weeks, with an obvious and continued 
improvement as regards the cedema, color

nervousness. To the eye the patient pre- 
sents the familiar picture suggested by the 
word,—‘‘ cachectic.’’ He has little or no 
adipose tissue, and but slight muscular 
development; he has pallid or blueish 
mucous membranes, and a tawny, yellowish 
skin, but no discoloration of the conjunc- 
tive. His respiratory sounds are weak ; 
otherwise the examination of his lungs is 
negative. The splenic area is enlarged. 
Firm pressure over liver causes some pain. 

At the apex of the heart a systolic blowing 
murmur can readily be recognized, and less 
easily a presystolic murmur. At the base, 
along the left side of the sternum, the 
systolic murmur may be recognized as well 
as a marked accentuation of the second 
sound, with some roughening. Over the 
arteries of the neck a short distinctly dou- 
ble second sound is heard, while the veins 


give a pronounced hum. Compression of 


the veins causes, on the proximal side of the 


at this time to examine the heart, I was not 
less gratified than surprised to find the 
sounds entirely normal, and that, where 
formally compression of the superficial cer- 
vical veins caused a proximal accumulation, 
showing pulsation, the accumulation now 
occurred on the distal side of the compress- 
ing finger, and of course exhibited no pulsa- 
tion. 

The patient has remained under observa- 
tion up to the present time (June 12, 1889), 
but without the slightest abnormality of the 
heart sounds or any of the symptoms of an 
uncompensated heart lesion, which were so 
prominent upon his admission.

SOME NEW INSTRUMENTS. 


BY WM. S. FORBES, M.D.,

These instruments I placed before the 
Philadelphia County Medical Society at one 
of its meetings of late. 

The forceps is represented about two- 
thirds actual size in Fig. A, 1. Whenapplied 
to the severed extremity of a blood vessel, 
large or small, it arrests the flow of blood 
at once. The operator, leaving the forceps 
in situ, can proceed with his operation, 
undisturbed by hemorrhage, until he has 
completed his work, when he can apply a 
ligature more easily, safely and rapidly over 
the arched beak of the forceps than he can 
over the tenaculum or any other instrument 
I have ever used. 


The surface on the curved beak of the 
forceps—represented at Fig. A, 2 & 3 of 
actual size, and in two different positions— 
over which the ligature glides to its desti- 
nation on the vessel, has just the same curva- 
ture the tenaculum has where it penetrates 
the vessel and neighboring tissue, with its

point sticking up to wound the operator’s 
fingers, while he is sending the knot home, 
and while the blood is still escaping. 

The commonly used duck-bill forceps 
does not permit the ligature to glide over 
its extremity. 

What time is lost in endeavoring to escape 
the extremity of the duck-bill forceps and 
place the ligature on the artery? How 
often does the assistant find his ligature on 
the extremity of the duck-bill forceps, and 
not on the artery? 

I have used these forceps now, for some 
time, in abdominal work as well as in 
general surgical work, and I know of no 
other instrument that accomplishes so well 
the important object in view, of completely 
arresting hemorrhage and, at the same time, 
of allowing a ligature to be safely and 
rapidly applied. 

Their smaller size, their lighter weight, 
and the exactness with which they can be 
applied to a bleeding point and allow a 
ligature to be easily placed, make them 
useful. 

The saw which is represented at Fig. B, I 
devised for opening the vertebral canal

throughout its entire extent, from the occi- 
put down, in order to examine, Jost mortem, 
the spinal cord and its meninges.

Apparatus for Suspension for Spinal 
Disease. 


Dr. J. Mapison Taytor exhibited the 
apparatus devised by Dr. S. Weir Mitchell 
and used at the Infirmary for Nervous Dis- 
ease in the treatment by suspension. In 
all the older forms of sling used in the 
treatment by suspension, the weight of the 
body rests chiefly on a support placed under 
the arm-pit. It is only possible to allow a 
very moderate amount of pull upon the 
head. The increasing pressure upon the 
axillary tissues so affects the bloodvessels of 
the arms as practically to cut off the pulse 
at the wrist, and the larger nerve trunks are 
very seriously affected. In the case of very 
‘heavy people, it is found that this becomes 
sO grave a matter that the needed extension 
of the trunk is limited by the amount of 
their endurance of the pressure pain. Observ- 
ing this, it occurred to Dr. Mitchell to 
apply the support under the elbows—a 
vastly more comfortable plan. 

With this modification it has been found 
possible to extend the séance indefinitely— 
in certain instances to ten or even twenty 
minutes. 

The adjustment of the head-support is 
made after the patient has been hoisted by 
the elbows. This is effected by one of the 
two plans described in the Medical News, 
April 13, 1889. We use more frequently 
the device which you see here. To the 
cheek piece, on each side of the head, a 
cord is attached which passes over hooks 
about fourteen inches apart and depends 
from the transverse bar, and thence passes 
downward and backward to the rear of 
each elbow-leather, and there is adjusted by 
a strap and buckle. 

This mechanism may be very readily 
used in applying plaster jackets, by omit- 
ting to use the lower of the two encircling 
straps. 

Dr. J. P. C. GrirrirH: There is a 
modification in this apparatus which I do 
not like. In the original form as adopted 
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by Charcot, and described and illustrated in 
a recent number of Le Progrés Médical, 
the bar from which the straps are suspended 
is straight ; not curved, as in the one here 
exhibited. This rod is provided with 
notches, and the tension of the head piece 
can be nicely graduated, by sliding the rings 
from one notch to another. The straps and 
buckles are serviceable for adjusting approxi- 
mately the suspension of the head. A most 
delicate and accurate adjustment can then 
be procured by using the notches. Time 
is also saved in this way, where a number of 
cases have each day to be suspended from 
the same apparatus. 

Dr. Taytor, in reply to Dr. Griffith, 
said :, I do not think that Dr. Griffith would 
like that method of elevating the head piece 
by means of sliding the rings over notches 
so well as this I have described, if he had 
any practical experience in using both. 
We have, and find this infinitely more com- 
fortable. Also, if he had seen the second 
cross-bar and pulley attachment used, he 
would find it very nice to adjust and agreeable 
to the subject. 


Exhibition of a Tumor of the Brain. 


Dr. James HENDRIE Liovp, said: I have 
here an interesting specimen of brain-tumor, 
for the opportunity of exhibiting which I 
am indebted to Dr. S..S. Stryker, of West 
Philadelphia. I never saw the patient in 
life. The autopsy was made by Dr. William 
E. Hughes. The history which I have 
gathered is as follows. . The woman was 63 
years of age, and twenty-five years ago had 
her first epileptic fit. This came on at the 
close of a period of great mental strain and 
physical effort in nursing her sick children, 
one of whom died. It was decided that she 
and aremaining child should go into the 
country for rest. At the end of a ride of 
twenty miles, on a hot summer day, she had 
her first fit. She was then about forty years 
of age. Since then she had more or less 
frequently repeated epileptic seizures. Dr. 
Stryker has had’ the case under observation 
since 1871. The case was regarded as one 
of epilepsy with more or less mental deterio- 
ration. Within the last year it was noted 
that there was some increase in the size of 
the head. The right side especially was 
bulging. The right eye was a little more 
prominent than the left. One week ago, 
she was taken with right sided hemiplegia 
which was spastic in character. The arm 
was kept tightly across the chest, and it was 
with difficulty that it could be straightened 
out. 
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At the autopsy, which was made to-day, 
we found that there was great thickening of 
the skull. I have here a section of the 
bone, which is fifteen-sixteenths of an inch 
in thickness. In some parts, the skull cut 
like cheese, and the bone was of a blueish 
color. A large tumor was found on the left 
side, between the temporo-sphenoidal and 
the under part of the frontal lobe. It is 
apparently sarcomatous in character. It has 
a gritty feeling, as though it contained 
sandy deposits. The neighboring convolu- 
tions have been hollowed out by the tumor. 
The upper surface of the left hemisphere 
was covered with dark coagulated blood, 
the immediate cause of death being sub-dural 
hemorrhage. 

An interesting point about this case is that 
for twenty-five years this woman has been a 
confirmed epileptic, and has had gradually 
developing secondary changes in the skull. 
There is in this brain no evidences of 
pachymeningitis hemorrhagica. There is 
simply this history of epilepsy, with gradual 
failure of mental power, and ual 
increase in the thickness of the skull. This 
case has not been studied with the view of 
localizing the growth. Dr. Stryker’s diag- 
nosis was a tumor of the brain, but he did 
not attempt to determine its situation. It 
is not possible, of course, to tell the struct- 
ure of this tumor before a microscopic 
study of it is made. The long duration of 
the case is, to me, one of its remarkable 
features. Epilepsy coming on in middle 
life, as in this case, is usually due to some 
structural changes, as trauma, neoplasm, or 
degenerative processes. Can it be possible 
that this tumor, slowly growing, has been 
the cause of epileptic seizures for twenty- 
five years? In a table of one hundred cases 
of brain tumor appended to the paper on

Am. Syst. of Medicine, the longest dura- 
tion authentically reported was three years.

—Carpenter recently exhibited to the 
Hunterian Society of London a child three 
years old, born without an iris, and having 
very pronounced nystagmus. The eye was 
otherwise normal. The child presented 
another deformities consisting of a congeni- 
tal pes equino-varus, which was operated 
on soon after birth. The mother had left 
internal strabismus, nystagmus, and complete 
absence of the iris. The mother and sister 
of the child are healthy, and the deformity 
is not present in either maternal or paternal 
grandparents.

The President, ALFRED L. Loomis, M.D., 
in the Chair. 
Dr. P. A. Morrow read a paper on 


Personal Observations of Leprosy 
in Mexico and the Sandwich 
Islands. 


He began his remarks by saying that 
leprosy, to the majority of persons, possesses 
an historical interest only. They place it 
in the category of pestilences and plagues, 
which formerly devastated countries but 
which are now extinct. Unfortunately, 
however, leprosy can not fairly be thus 
regarded, for it isa living reality. In extent 
it embraces fully one third of the earth, and 
all varieties of climate and soil ; it is present 
in India, China, Japan, Egypt and else- 
where in Africa, in South America, and in 
the islands of the Pacific, etc. Whenever 
it makes its appearance in a new country it 
can be traced to a human agent; it never 
originates spontaneously. It was, for 
instance, introduced into the Northwestern 
States by the Scandinavians, into California 
by the Chinese, into other places by the. 
French. Dr. Morrow has learned, during 
his voyage of study, that there are also 
cases in Salt Lake City, which were brought 
by Mormon converts from the Sandwich 
Islands. Dr. Morrow saw a number of 
cases in Mexico, and half a dozen in the 
pest house at San Francisco ; but the best 
place for studying the disease is in the 
Sandwich Islands. There it has been of 
comparatively recent introduction. There 
are many cases in the leper settlements, 
which afford a good opportunity for investi- 
gating the questions of heredity, contagion, 
etc. 

The greatest advances in the study of the 
disease have been made in the past twenty- 
five years by modern methods. Our positive 
knowledge of it may be formulated as 
follows: It is a parasitic disease ; the leper 
bacillus presents certain analogies with that | 
of tuberculosis. Like the latter, it is 
endowed with remarkable vitality ; like all 
specific microbes, it shows an affinity for 
certain fluids and solids of the human organ- 
ism. It is found both in diffused and also 
in nodular infiltrations upon the skin and 
mucous membrane; it is abundant in the 
lymphatic glands and spaces ; it is present 
in the liver, spleen, and testicles, and is 
abundant in the connective tissue and

peripheral nerves. It is absent from the 
blood, the urine, and physiological secre- 
tions. It is present in vaccine pustules. 
The author said it originates only from per- 
sons affected with leprosy, and does not 
attach itself to the soil, water, air, or food. 
Leprosy has a more or less prolonged stage 
of incubation, varying from three to four 
years; and in some instances the stage is 
supposed to be prolonged twelve or fifteen 
years. It is slow and irregular in course, 
and progresses almost invariably to a fatal 
termination. 

Belief in the contagiousness of leprosy was 
almost universal until, in 1867, the Royal 
College of Physicians of London expressed 
the view that it is not contagious; their 
dogma was very commonly accepted in 
Europe until recent years. In America, 
however, leading dermatologists do not 
accept the heresy of non-contagion. The 
history of its development in the Sandwich 
Islands affords the most striking evidence of 
contagion. Dr. Morrow has had an oppor- 
tunity to examine a great many cases there, 
and his experience is like that of most 
others, namely, that in almost every instance 
one can get a history of exposure, either in 
sexual relations or by prolonged intimate 
contact. A fact of note is, that many of 
the helpers, usually relatives or friends of 
the afflicted, sent to the settlements and well 
when they went there, become lepers them- 
selves after atime. Then there are foreign- 
ers who become lepers after a stay in the 
Sandwich Islands, although the disease is 
unknown in the country whence they come. 


The majority of cases probably develop |_ 


from sexual contact ; but in some instances 
it is due to contact with an abrasion of the 
skin or mucous membrane. One patient 
told Dr. Morrow that he had acquired lep- 
rosy from the bite of a leper; another said 
he had acquired it from sticking into his 
skin a pin which a leper had used in the 
same way. It seems to have been spread at 
points in the islands by vaccination with 
virus obtained probably from lepers. Dr. 
Morrow has had an opportunity to examine 
the criminal who had been condemned to 
death, and given a choice between the death 
penalty, and inoculation with leprosy virus 
and imprisonment for life. He chose the 
latter, was vaccinated in 1884, and for some 
time his case was thought to be negative ; 
but now there are, to Dr. Morrow’s mind, 
undoubted signs of leprosy; and he found 
the bacillus of leprosy in the tissues at the 
former seat of inoculation. _ 

The speaker does not believe leprosy is 
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directly hereditary in the sense that the 
bacillus is transmitted from parent to off- 
spring ; but he thinks a predisposition to 
the disease may be transmitted, just as in 
tuberculosis. There is no record of a case 
of congenital leprosy. The disease never 
manifests itself before the third or fourth 
year ; the majority of cases develop between 
the thirtieth and fiftieth years. The disease 
shows a certain analogy to late hereditary 
syphilis. He believes that in nearly all 
cases of so-called hereditary leprosy a care- 
ful investigation will reveal contagion 
through intimate relations with the diseased 
after the child’s birth. 

Dr. Morrow threw on the screen photo- 
graphs of individuals and groups of indi- 
viduals affected with leprosy, whom he had 
seen in California and the Sandwich Islands. 
In one instance the tubercular infiltration 
involved the skin of the penis, a place in 
which it has been supposed never to manifest 
itself. Someof the patients had the tuber- 
cular, others the anzsthetic, and others 
mixed forms of the disease. Dr. Morrow 
thinks the anesthetic form is slightly if at 
all contagious ; and this fact accounts in 
part for the slight spread of leprosy in some 
communities in which it has gained an 
entrance. In some places the tubercular 
form predominates, in others the anzesthetic ; 
but there are always a sufficient number of 
the tubercular or mixed varieties to keep up 
the contagion. 


The Danger of the Spread of Lep- 
rosy in the United States. 


This was the subject for general discussion, 
which was participated in by Drs. C. W. 
Allen, L. D. Bulkley, G. H. Fox, H. C. 
Piffard, R. W. Taylor, and P. A. Morrow. 
Drs. Allen, Piffard, and Morrow thought 
legislative action should be taken td prevent 
the entrance of lepers into the United 
States, and to cause segregation of those 
already here. Dr. Piffard thought quaran- 
tine laws should prevent their further admis- 
sion, and that the general government might 
establish a hospital where such as chose 
could enter without cost; while enforced 
segregation, if necessary, could be carried 
out by the States. All the speakers admit- 
ted the contagiousness of the disease, but 
some thought the immediate danger not very 
great, and Dr. Fox expressed himself as 
decidedly opposed to creating any alarm. 
Leprosy, he said, does not spread in civil- 
ized countries ; there are few cases here, the 
contagious element is very weak. We 
assume many other dangers of much greater 
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gravity without any necessity for doing so ; 
we are ten times as likely to get syphilis, 
and about as likely to get hydrophobia on 
account of the presence of dogs in our 
midst ; yet that danger does not lead people 
to kill off all the dogs. 

Dr. Morrow said in reply to Dr. Fox that 
the Sandwich Islanders could no longer be 
regarded as barbarians; they are cleanly, 
and much less filthy and crowded than 
people in the New York tenements; yet 
leprosy prevails to an alarming degree there.

LETTER FROM BERLIN. 


(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ) 


On Hydracetin, the new Antipyretic and 
Analgesic.—Bronze Coloration in Miliary 
Tuberculosis.— The Latest Regarding Tu- 
berculosis.—Singular Tolerance of Iodide 
of Potassium. 

Beruin, May 17, 1889,- 
In the last meeting of the Berliner Medi- 
cinische Gesellschaft, Dr. Guttmann read a 
highly interesting paper on Aydracetin, the 
new antipyretic and analgesic. The drug 
is, chemically speaking, an acetylpheny]- 
hydracin, but as the mere enunciation 
of this appalling word might produce dis- 
astrous consequences in typhoid fever or 
neurotic disorders, hydracetin will do well 
enough. A still more felicitous designation 
for the new drug is the one adopted by 

English chemists, viz.: pyrodin. Thedrug, 

as presented by Dr. Guttmann to the 

Society, was a white crystalline powder, 

without taste and odor, soluble in water in 

the proportion of one to fifty, but easily 

- soluble in acetic acid. Experiments made 

on various animals show the toxicity of the 

drug even in small doses. Rabbits receiv- 
ing 7 or 8 grains by the mouth, or injected 
into the peritoneum, perish in a day; ina 

single case even 4 grains proved fatal. A 

post-mortem examination made by Guttmann 

on five animals, revealed the following: 

Liver, spleen, and lungs were of a brown- 

red color; blood was present in the heart 

and in the vena cava, and the coloring 
matter of the blood, but no blood cor- 
puscles, in the bladder. Microscopic sec- 

tions of the kidneys and the liver showed a 

brown detritus in the vessels and urinary 

tubules, evidently the result of decomposi- 
tion of red-blood corpuscles. The same 
toxic action results from the direct appli- 
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cation of the drug to the heart. The new 
chemical is a reducing agent, and its action 
is the result of its power to absorb: oxygen. 

Hydracetin shows even in small doses a 
powerful antipyretic ‘action, as has been 
found by Guttmann in 8 cases of typhoid 
fever, 3 of consumption, 2 of scarlet fever, 
1 each of erysipelas, acute miliary tubercu- 
losis, and septicemia. The average dose of 
the drug is two to three grains, though five 
grain doses have also been exhibited by - 
Guttmann. All measurements of tempera- 
ture on patients under the influence of 
hydracetin were made in the hours from 
10 A.M. to 12 M., when no spontaneous 
fall of the fever was looked for. If 
two grains of the drug are given at about 
to o’clock in the morning and one and a 
half grains an hour later, the temperature 
begins to fall half an hour after the adminis- 
tration of the drug, and reaches its lowest 
level in two or three hours. The fall amounts 
to two or three degrees Centigrade—in 
some cases even to three or four degrees. 
The period of apyrexia lasts, however, but a 
short time, the temperature rising: again 
with moderate slowness and regaining its 
former height in three to five hours. Per- 
spiration sets in during the fall of tempera- 
ture, as is the case with all other antipyretics, 
but disappears as soon as the lowest level 
has been reached. The frequency of pulse 
and respiration is lowered simultaneously 
with the fall of temperature. Regarding 
the affections themselves, the drug of course 
showed no influence whatever. 

The action of hydracetin in acute articular 
rheumatism, as tested by Guttmann in eight 
typical cases, deserves the practitioner’s 
special attention. A two-grain dose affords 
a distinct remission of pain, beginning one- 
half to one hour after the administration of 
the remedy, and lasting for several hours. 
A two-grain dose, given both in the fore- 
noon and in the afternoon, suffices to remove 
the pain completely or, ‘at least, to alleviate 
its severity. The analgesic action of 
hydracetin was found to be a constant one 
and did not fail in a single instance. This 
feature of promptnessand reliability of course 
materially enhances the therapeutic value 
of the drug. Both its antipyretic and its 
analgesic action are to be ascribed to its 
reducing power. Guttmann then showed 
some interesting color reactions of the drug. 
Hydracetin, added to an alkaline solution of 
copper, precipitates the red suboxide of 
copper and when added to an alkaline solu- 
tion of silver, precipitates metallic silver. 
If the crystals of hydracetin are dissolved in 
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H, SO,+ HNO, (sulphuric plus nitric acid) 
in the proportion of eight parts of the former 
to two of the latter, a beautiful red colora- 
tion appears immediately. In the urine of a 
person who had taken the drug for some 
time, only small quantities of reducing 
agents could be detected. 

Guttmann obtained also gratifying results 
with the new remedy in two cases of psoriasis, 
employing a lanolin salve containing 10 per 
cent. of hydracetin. The first case was 
only of five days’ standing, and was cured in 
seven days, inunctions having been used daily. 
Equally beneficial results were obtained in 
two cases of sciatica, where the analgesic 
action of the drug was found to be wonder- 
fully prompt. ,.Guttmann, in concluding 
his remarks, advocated further trials with 
this promising remedy; but he advised some 
caution in its internal exhibition, as he had 
noted in three cases pallor of ‘the face after 
four-grain doses. This symptom—which, 
however, soon disappeared—Guttmann 
ascribes to the dissolution of the blood, pro- 
duced by the drug, as proven by his experi- 
ments. In two-grain doses hydracetin is, 
in the author’s opinion, a safe and welcome 
remedy for fevers, acute articular rheuma- 
tism, and neuralgia. 

At the same meeting of the Society, Dr. 
Lehfeld showed interesting specimens of 
bronze coloration of the skin, occurring in 
connection with general miliary tuberculosis. 
The clinical history of the subject from 
whom the specimens were taken gives the 
. following points: A young man, 18 years 
old, four weeks before his death, had loss of 
appetite, diarrhoea, fever, great emaciation, 
and an intense bronze coloration, especially 
noticeable on the extremities. The tempera- 
ture and pulse were normal. The diagnosis 
was: Bronze coloration and intestinal tuber- 
culosis. On the next day, the patient had 
intestinal cramps, became collapsed, and 
died on the following day. The autopsy 
showed that the heart was normal; in the 
superior anterior part of the right lung was 
an old cheesy focus, besides tubercular tra- 
cheitis. The abdominal organs showed 
miliary tuberculosis, the liver and kidneys 
being crowded with tubercles. The inte- 
rior of the intestines showed follicular swell- 
ing, and the suprarenal capsule a complete 
cheesy degeneration. 

The recent investigations of Dr. Cornet 
and Koch, of the Berlin Hygienic Institute, 
on the mode of propagation of the bacillus 
tuberculosis, followed by stringent police 
regulations concerning the treatment of 
consumptives and their sputa, have. revived 
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the interest in the therapeutics of consump- 
tion. This interest, though at no time 
extinct, has always had its periods of greater 
or less activity, in accordance with various 
accidental events. It will be opportune, 
therefore, to review at present the latest 
researches on this subject, as recorded in 
European journals. In the Centralblatt fir 
Bakteriologie, No. 8, 1889, we find the 
experiments of Grancher and Gennes on the 
disinfection of the tubercle bacilli. These 
observers confirm the assertion of Petri, 
that the expired air of consumptives is not 
contagious., A one per cent. solution of 
corrosive sublimate produces a thorough 
disinfection of the sputa in twenty-four 
hours. ‘The best and cheapest apparatus 
for the disinfection of spittoons, is that of 
Geneste and Herscher, which disinfects 
twenty-four spittoons in an hour by means 
of steam. 

Of: considerable interest is a recently pub- 
lished pamphlet of Dr. Petrescu, of Buda- 
pest, on the prevention of the contagious- 
ness of consumptives. The author uses a 
Drechsel bottle (such as is used in chemical 
laboratories for the washing of gases), which 
he has transformed into an inhalator for 
volatile substances. “The principle of this 
apparatus is the same as that of the Turkish 
Nargileh, or water smoking-pipe. Air hav- 
ing passed through sterilized cotton and the 
antiseptic contents of the bottle, is sucked 
up by means of an India-rubber tube. As 
contents of the bottle, Petrescu orders usu- 
ally: 


Eucalyptol, 
Creasote, 
Turpentine 
Distilled water 
Sig. For two days’ inhalation. 


The idea of the author is to produce, by the 
prolonged antiseptic inhalations—extended 
over months and years—a saturation of the 
organism with microbicide substances, and 
thus to render the former an unfavorable soil 
for thedevelopment of the bacillus tuberculo- 
sis. In this manner he thought of exercising 
not only a prophylactic but also a curative 
influence over the tubercular process. But, 
unfortunately, such an assumption is an 
erroneous one, as real disinfection of the 
organism can never be attained by minimal 
doses of volatile agents, this bacillus having 
an extremely tenacious life. His apparatus, 
nevertheless, answers very well as an inhala- 
tor. Far more convenient, however, for 
obtaining the same result are the so-called 
‘‘nasal capsules’? of Feldbausch. The 
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present desideratum in the therapeutics of 
tuberculosis is evidently not the prevention 
of the contagiousness of the sputum pre- 
vious to expectoration, but after it. To 
effect this, however, stringent police regula- 
tions are a conditio sine qua non. 

Of equal interest are the experiments of 
Prof. de Renzi, on the treatment of tuber- 
culosis with hot air. He has formulated his 
results, obtained in eight cases of tuber- 
culosis, as follows: 1. To produce beneficial 
effects the air must be of a temperature of 
140° C, (284° F.). 2. The inhalations must 
be continued for one-quarter to one-half 
an hour. 3. The inhalations improve the 
general feeling, appetite, and innervation of 
the patients. 4. They also increase their 
bodily weight. 5. They are invariably well 
borne. 

Prof. Mangardi has again taken up hydro- 
fluoric acid as a remedy in tuberculosis, 
and publishes in some Italian journal very 
favorable results from its use. 

The following note of a German military 
surgeon illustrates the great tolerance by 
some persons of iodide of potassium: A 
soldier emptied in 12 hours a bottle con- 
taining a solution of three hundred grains 
of iodide of potassiur in eight fluid ounces 
of water, without experiencing any deleteri- 
ous effects.

PERISCOPE. 


Origin of the Yellow Fever on the 
‘*Boston’”’ and ‘‘ Yantic.”’ 


Dr. William M. Smith, the Health Officer 
of New York City, in his annual report to 
the Board of Commissioners of Quarantine, 
gives in some detail the history of the 
occurrence of yellow fever on the U. S. 
cruiser ‘* Boston ’’ and on the U. S. sloop- 
of-war ‘‘Yantic.’’ Dr. Smith says that 
neither the ‘‘ Boston’’ nor the ‘‘ Yantic’’ 
received anything on board from the shore 
while at Port-au-Prince, except meal and 
fruit. The fruit, consisting of bananas and 
oranges, was taken to the vessels by natives, 
in what is called ‘‘ bumboats,’’ and sold to 
those on board. The main decks of the 
‘¢Boston’’ and ‘‘ Yantic’’ are so low, that 
communication between those on them and 
the ‘‘ bumboats’’. was easy, and doubtless 
frequent, while the natives were vending 
their fruit. The wet, dirty, and sun-heated 
bottoms and timbers of the boats of the 
natives, exposed, as they must be at all 
times when at the shores or wharves, to an: 
infected atmosphere as well as to the infected 
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filth of the gutters that drain into the bay, 
certainly supply all the conditions necessary 
for the propagation of the infection. It 
would be rather a matter of surprise than 
otherwise, if the boats of the natives were 
not impregnated with the infection of yellow 
fever when it prevails at Port-au-Prince. 
The history of the disease on the ‘‘ Boston”’ 
and the ‘‘Yantic’’ affords satisfactory 


evidence to Dr. Smith that the persons who 
suffered from it contracted the infection 
while at Port-au-Prince, and that the infec- 
tion did not infect either vessel; in other 
words, that the infection was limited to the 
individuals who contracted the infection at 
that port.— Science, April 19, 1889. 


Large Gumma in the Nostril. 


Dr. S. G. Dabney reports the following 
case in the American Practitioner and News, 
Feb. 16, 1889: 

Mr. B. was referred to me by Dr. A. M. 
Cartledge on the roth of last November. 
He gave this history: was twenty -eight 
years old, married, and the father of several 
healthy children; he denied having had 
syphilis. Four or five weeks previous to 
his visit to me he noticed an obstruction in 
his right nostril; this had rapidly increased, 
until respiration through that side was pre- 
vented; there was sharp pain in the nose 
and over the whole of that side of the head. 
On examination I found a growth over the 
lower left turbinated bone, occluding that 
nostril and pressing against the septum. 
The growth was hard and sensitive to press- 
ure; the surface toward the septum was 
ulcerated ; the corresponding ala of the nose 
bulged outward. The lymphatic glands at 
the angle of the lower jaw and in the neck 
of the same side were enlarged, but no 
involvement was to be detected elsewhere. 
From the rapid growth, sharp pain, and 
implication of the neighboring glands, a 
malignant tumor seemed probable, all the 
more so, as the patient denied any taint of 
syphilis. Notwithstanding this, however, I 
prescribed fifteen grains of iodide of potas- 
sium three times a day, and soon increased 
the dose to thirty grains. No symptoms of 
iodism were produced, and the growth very 
rapidly disappeared; it seemed almost to 
melt away, thus establishing its syphilitic 
nature. The man afterward confessed that 
he had had a sore on his penis ten years 
before, and had taken some medicine 
which a doctor prescribed for him, but 
gave no further history of constitutional 
syphilis. 
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THE MEETING OF THE AMERICAN 
MEDICAL ASSOCIATION. 

The meeting of the American Medical 
Association, held in Newport this week, was 
attended by about seven hundred delegates 
and members. Owing to the fact that the 
place of meeting was so far in the East, the 
attendance included many physicians liv- 
ing east of the Allegheny Mountains, but 
there was a large number of western and 
southern men present. 

One of the most interesting questions 
which came up for decision referred to the 
choice of an Editor for the Journal of the 
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Association. This came directly before the 
Trustees; but the members of the Associa- 
tion—who are so deeply interested in the 
matter—did not leave the Trustees without 
such suggestions as might indicate their 
views as to the principles upon which a 
choice should be made. No Editor, how- 
ever, was selected, and no change was 
announced in the editorial management. 
For Trustees of the Journal, the present 
incumbents were continued, with the excep- 
tion of Dr. Hamilton and Dr. Moore, in 
whose stead Dr. W. W. Dawson, of Cincin- 
nati, and Dr. I. N. Love, of St. Louis, were 
chosen. 

Another interesting question related to 
the place for the next meeting. There was 
a general understanding that Philadelphia 
might be considered, if this would be agree- 
able to the profession in that city; but on 
mature consideration it was decided to meet 
in 1890 at Nashville, Tennessee. 

Important amendments to the funda- 
mental laws of the Association came before 


;| the meeting. The most important was that 


substituting for the Nominating Committee 

a ‘*General Commiitee,’’ composed of two 
members from each State and the Army, 
Navy and Marine Hospital Service, one to 
be elected to serve for two years each alter- 
nate year. None of the amendments was 
adopted. 

A few modifications—elsewhere recorded 
—were made in regard to the name and 
scope of the sections. 

The entertainments provided for the pleas- 
ure of the members of the Association were 
excellently arranged, and the social features 
of the meeting were very agreeable. 

The meeting was successful in a scientific 
sense, the papers being numerous and valu- 
able, and the discussions thorough and 
instructive. It will be remembered as 
one at which much good work was done, and 
much was accomplished to strengthen the 
bond of kindly feeling between the members 
of the medical profession in all parts of the 
broad territory of the United States. 
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RAILWAY SPINE. 

One of the most curious developments of 
modern medical study, and one with an 
extremely important practical bearing, 
relates to a form of disorder following 
railway accidents, which is known by the 
name of ‘‘railway spine.’’ 

To those unfamiliar with the manifesta- 
tions of this disorder, it would appear 
almost incredible that it should play so 
serious a vé/e in the lives of persons who 
have received injuries which often seem far 
from severe, and be so often the occasion 
of protracted medico-legal contests. But 
one who has studied its phases, under cir- 
cumstances favorable to a just discrimination 
between actual morbid phenomena and the 
simulations which are sometimes practised 
in order to wring money from a rich corpo- 
ration, will not wonder that it is regarded 
as a very grave matter by medical experts, 
and that they warmly resent the common 
impression that it is frequently only a form 
of malingering. 

There can be no doubt that instances 
occur, in which an avaricious patient and a 
willing or pliable physician unite to over- 
estimate the damage done by a railway 
accident ; but these cases are far more rare 
than is often supposed, and there is, on the 
whole, more danger of error in being too 
skeptical of the real existence of a condition 
for which no better name has yet been sug- 
gested than ‘‘railway spine,’’ than there is 
in recognizing it and endeavoring to esti- 
mate it justly. 

The cases which give most trouble are 
those in which there are few or no evidences 
of gross lesions in the spinal cord or its 
surrounding hard and soft parts, but in 
which there are manifestations of nervous dis- 
order, following an accident and attributed 
to it, which may be deliberately affected 
from motives of cupidity. To discriminate 
between sufferers and pretenders, under 
these circumstances, is by no means an easy 
or a pleasant task for most medical men. 
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by a study of what has been written by men 
of experience in such cases. A valuable 
paper on the subject, by Dr. Dercum, of 
Philadelphia, is in the Department of the 
REPORTER for Pamphlet Notices, No. 296. 
In this pamphlet Dr. Dercum describes the 
classes of injury which are likely to follow 


column, and gives a very instructive review 
of the principles which should guide a 
medical witness in deciding upon the actual 
condition of a person who claims dam- 
ages for such injuries. We cannot repeat, 
or even summarize, his conclusions; but 
would call attention to one point in particu- 
lar in regard ‘‘railway spine,’’ and this is, 
that there are not a few cases in which, with 
no gross lesions whatever, a person who has 
never been nervous, or timid, or hypochon- 
driacal, develops all these characteristics 
after a railway injury. In women—as Dr. 
Dercum points out—this alteration of charac- 
ter sometimes takes the form of hysteria, 
while in the case of men precisely the 
same condition sometimes follows participa- 
tion in a railway accident. To give the 
condition the name of hysteria may be— 
except for the etymological error of the 
term—scientifically correct ; but to permit 
this to blind one to the realness of the mis- 
fortune would be a grave injustice to the 
subject of it. 

Here is the most delicate question which 
can arise in the mind of a medical witness; 
and we believe that it is not untimely to say 
this word, to fortify any of our readers who 
may find it hard to meet the objections 
of counsel for railroad companies, who 
often honestly think medical men too prone 
to testify to the existence of evils which are 
not actually present. The medical witness 
ought not to ignore the possibility that a 
claimant for damages may be assuming or 
exaggerating the appearances of real nerv- 
ous disorders; but no more ought he to 
permit himself to be deterred from doing 
justice to the victim of a railway accident, 





But much help may be gained for the task 


because there is a natural prejudice against 
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charging whatever follows such an accident 
to it.

The Cook County Asylum. 


In the REPORTER, June 1, reference was 
made to the disgraceful condition of affairs 
existing in the Cook County Asylum for the 
Insane. On June 19, Judge Prendergast, of 
Chicago, rendered his decision in the matter 
of the investigation into the management of 
the Asylum. ‘The decision is a long one, 
but the. central idea is explained in the 





t parts of the world, with a certain amount of 


Judge’s reference to the political influences 
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which were allowed to control the Asylum. 
The institution, he says, must be removed 
from the influences of partisanship in order 
that the ‘‘sweet waters of charity may not 
be polluted by politics.’’ The Judge recom- 
mends that the Asylum be removed from its 
present site, and that a special session of the 
State Legislature be called to attend to the 
matter. 


College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
New York. 


At the last meeting of the Faculty of this 
institution, Dr. James W. McLane was 
elected to the position of President to fill 
the place of the late Dr. John C. Dalton. 
Dr. Markoe was re-elected Vice-President 
and Dr. Curtis, Secretary. One change 
only has taken place in the teaching 
Faculty. Dr. Richard John Hall resigns 
the chair of anatomy because of ill health. 
The vacancy will not be permanently filled 
this year. The graduating class this year 
was the largest yet sent forth by this college; 
numbering 167. 


The Woman’s Medical College of 
Baltimore. 


At the annual meeting of the Faculty and 
Trustees of the Woman’s Medical College 
of Baltimore, held May 1, the clause allow- 
ing ‘‘one year’s study under a preceptor’’ 
to .stand for one course of lectures was 
abolished, so that this institution now places 
itself squarely among the schools having a 
three-year compulsory course. The sessions 
are seven months long, and the instruction 
is graded with written and oral: examina- 
tions at the end of each year. There has 
been a preliminary examination (in English 
only) since 1883. An average of 70 out of 
too is required for graduation.—Maryland 
Medical Journal, June 15, 1889. 


Sanitary Condition of Johnstown. 


Dr. Benjamin Lee, executive officer of 
the State Board of Health of Pennsylvania 
issued a bulletin on June 17, in which ‘the 
sanitary condition of Johnstown and sur- 
rounding boroughs is reported to be excel- 
lent, in view of existing circumstances. 

Dr. Lee says there has been a gradual 
improvement in the health of the boroughs. 
Coopersdale is somewhat inaccessible owing 
to high water in the Conemaugh, and there 
are some cases of gastric disorders in con- 
sequence of poor food. There have been 
no cases of contagious disease at the general 
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theria at the Red Cross Hospital and one 
other case. Among the soldiery there is 
not a single hospital case. The number of 
cases of measles is diminishing. Gangs are 
engaged in collecting the carcasses of dead 
animals along the different streams and are 
burning them.

OBITUARY. 


J. W. KERR, M.D. 

Dr. J. W. Kerr, a venerable and widely- 
known physician of York, Pennsylvania, 
died at his residence, June 11, after an ill- 
ness of two weeks. He was a native of 
Lancaster County, and was born September 
19, 1813. He was graduated from Jefferson 
College in 1834, and from the University of 
Pennsylvania in 1839. In the same year he 
came to York and began the practice of 
medicine, which he continued without inter- 
mission until his death. In 1844 he was 
married to Miss Jane Mcllvain, a native of 
York. Of three children born, only one 
survives, Mrs. Dr. W. F. Bacon. 


DR. DANIEL W. HAND, M.D. 

Dr. Daniel W. Hand died at St. Paul, 
Minnesota, recently. Dr. Hand was born 
at Cape May Court House, New Jersey, in 
1834. He was graduated at the University 
of Pennsylvania in 1856, and went to St. 
Paul in 1857. At the outbreak of the late 
war, he was commissioned Assistant Sur- 
geon of the First Minnesota Regiment, and 
was soon promoted to Brigade-Surgeon. 
He was stationed at Plymouth, N. C., when 
the yellow fever broke out and remained 
there through the entire time, nearly one- 
half the population having died of the 
fever. Dr. Hand enjoyed the reputation of 
being one of the ablest physicians of the 
Northwest.
